Washington, March 17.—The long 
awaited tariff bill was presented in the 
house of representatives today by Rep- 
resentative Sereno E. Payne, of New 
York, chairman of the ways and means 
committee. An increase of $40,000,000 
to $50,000,000 in the annual revenue of 
the country will, it is estimated, result 
from the changes proposed, making a 
total of about $300,000,008 

The bill contemplates downward re- 
vision with maximum and minimum 
provisions, which impose an average 
maximum duty of twenty per cent in 
excess of the present tariff. The recom- 
mendations made by President Taft— 
that an inheritance tax be prowvided, 
and that a limited amount of tobacco 
and sugar be admitted free from the 
Philippines—are included in the Dill. 

The measure also provides for the is- 
suance of Panama canal bonds to the 
amount of $40,000,000, to reimburse the 
treasury for the original] purchase of the 
canal, and re-enact the provision for 
the issue of treasury -certificates, the 
amount being increased from $100,000,- 
000 to $250,000,000.

Nashville, Tenn., March !7.—With the 
jury still out, and with no indications 
that thé twelve men are anywhere 
near an agreement, the opinion begins 
to prevail that a mistrial will be the 
termination of the famous caSe against 
Colonel D. B. and Robin J, Cooper and 
John Sharp for the slaying of former 
United States Senator E, W. Carmack. 

Judge Hart evidently does not expect 
an earlysverdict, for at 4 p. m. he ad- 
journed court and started for his coun- 
try home. The sheriff asked him if he 
woukl return to receive a verdict dur- 
ing the night. 

“T will not,” he replied promptly. “If 
they reach a verdict, tell them it will 
be just as good in the morning. I 
don’t believe in midnight verdicts, any- 
how. And I do not think a country 
jury, with no way to get home at 
night, would be foolish enough to 
come in with one. They'd stay over and 
get the night’s lodging and breakfast 
at the state’s expense.” 

Jarors Are Arguing. 

Judge Hart began his charge to the 
jury at 9:30 a. m. and finished at 11:15, 
at which time-the twelve men retired 
to deliberate. The typewritten charge 
of 62 pages, about 400 words to the 
page, was handed to Juror S. J. Hyde,- 
and, according to custom in this coun. 
try, this makes him the foreman, The 
twelve deliberdted quietly until 12:30, 
when they asked for luncheon. 
mediately after the meal, they settled 
down to their task again. For a long 
time there came only the monotonous 
sound of some one reading—probably 
the charge. Later the twelve began to 
argue, and at times their voices were 
raised in excitement. This continued 
all afternoon and late into the eve- 
ning, broken only by supper at 6 p. m. 

After supper the jurors returned to 
their room, but there was no loud 
talk. Instead, bursts of laughter and 
snatches of song indicated that the 
twelve were not discussing definitions of 
murder or theories of self-defense. Just 
before 9 p. m. they summoned the depu- 
ties and announced that they would 
“turn in’’ for the night. 

Judge Hart has declared his intention 
of holding the jury together for a week 
or two if necessary, in order to get a 
verdict. The costs in the case have been 
enormous, and it is realized that a sec- 
ond jury to try the case never could be 
secured in this county. 

‘MeCarn Expects Verdict. 

Attorney General McCarn looks for a 
verdict. 

“The charge is long,” he said, ‘‘and 
| the jury is made of farmers who do not 
ithink rapidly. They may, want to read 
| that charge a dozen times before: they 
are satisfied that they understand a 
certain point: I am confident that they 
will give us a verdict before the end of 
the week,” 

Judge Anderson, of the defense, ex- 
pected a verdict in thirty minutes o: a 
mistrial. He would not disdhss the de- 
lay tonight. 

The stenographers worked all night on 
Judge Hart's charge and had the com- 
pleted document ready at daylight this 
morning. Lawyers say it is the most 
comprehensive and clear charge ever 
delivered in a Tennessee court. It in- 
cluded in the theories of state and de- 
fense a digest of the testimony of every 
witness who testified on. either side. 

The court room was empty at 8:45 
a. m., but at 9:30, when the judge began 
to read, it was packed to the four walls. 
The word had gone out that the final 
scene in the drama was set and the au- 
dience rushed to witness it. 

Judge Hart Begins Charge. 

“The law makes the judge the wit- 
ness of the law,” remarked Judge Hart, 
“so I will now take the witness stand 
and give my testimony.” He left the 
bench, walked around to the chair 
which had been the center of attgaction 
for two months, and began to réad.

Inheritance Tax Provision. 

The inheritance tax provision exempts 
from taxation any property bequeathed 
to any religious. educational, charita- 
ble, missionary, benevolent, hospital or 
infirmary corporation. Personal prop- 
erty other than money or securities be- 
queathed to a corporation or associa- 
tion organized exclusively for the moral 
and mental improvement of men or 
women, or for scientific, patriotic or 
similar purposes, is made exempt from 
the tax. A discount of 5 percentum is 
provided for if the tax is paid within 
six months from the time it is due. An 
interest will be charged and collected 
at the rate of 10 pencentum a year if 
the tax is not paid within eighteen 
months from the time & accrued. If 
an estate is tied up in necessary liti- 
gation, 6 per cent interest will be 
charged. 

A special agent to conduct investiga- 
tions to secure the efficient enforce- 
ment of the inheritance tax is provided 
for at a salary of $3,000 a year.

While there is no duty imposed upon 
coffee, tea is taxed 8 cents when im- 
ported from the country where it is pro- 
duced, and 9 cents when from other than 
the producing country. The internal rev- 
enue tax on cigarettes is materially in- 
creased, while the tax on beer and whis- 
ky is undisturbed.

The tariff. on wool of the first and sec- 
ond class, used principally in clothing, 
is not disturbed, but on wool of the third 
class, known as carpet wool, it is re- 
@uced on the cheaper grades. A 5-cent 
reduction is made in the duties on shod- 
dy, and waste white wool tops are a&- 
sessed 6 cents a pound more than the 
duty on scoured wool, which is un- 
changed. The recommendations for plac- 
ing wood pulp on the free list and reduc- 
ing the duties on print paper, with cer- 
tain restrictions made by the Mann 
committee of the house, are incorpo- 
rated in the bill. 

Sugar Duty Reduced. 

The duty on refined sugar is reduced 
&.f00 of a cent a pound, and on dextrin 
half a cent a pound. A reduction of one- 
half cent a pound is also made in the 
duty on starch, with the exception of 
potato starch. Zinc in ore is assessed 
1 cent per pound for the zinc contained. 
The tariff on pig iron is reduced from 
$4 to $2.50 per ton. 

The principal increases are made, in 
the duties on lemons, cocoa and substi- 
tutes for coffee, coal tar, dyes, gloves 
and coated papers and lithographic 
prints. 

As wae expected, the new tariff bill 
ie made on a maximum and minimum 
basis with the provision that the maxi- 
mum rates are not to go into effect until 
sixty days after the passage of the bill 
(Reciprocity provisions are contained in 
the paragraphs assessing duties on bitu- 
minotis coal and coke and agricultural 
implements, by which these articles are 
given entry free of duty when imported 
frem countries which permit the free 
importation of these articles from Amer- 
ica. 


The Inheritance Tax. 

The inheritance tax provision of the 
bill ig similar to the New York state 
law. It provides a tax of 5 per cent on 
all inheritances over $500 that are col- 
lateral inheritances oor in which 
etrangérs are the legatees. In cases of 
direct inheritance the taxes prescribed 
are: On $10,000 to $100,000, | per cent; 
on $100,000 to $500,000 2 per cent, and 
on those over $500,000, 3 per cent. 

It ig estimated that $20,000,000 annual- 
ly will be derived from this tax. 

The maximum and minimum provisions 
of the bill do away with the necessity 
of continuing the foreign trade agree- 
ments. The abrogation of those pro- 
vided in a section which authorizes the 
president to issue notices of the termi- 
mation of these agreements, within ten 
days after the bill goes into effect. The 
French agreement would, therefore, ter- 
minate immediately, while the German 
agreement would remain in force for six 
months. The time that must intervene 
before the inoperation of the other reci- 
procity agreements would become ef- 
fective ranges from three months to 
one year. 

To Meet British Patent Laws. 

The provision in the bill is designed 
to meet the conditions resulting from 
the patent laws of Great Britian, which 
require that patentees must manufacture 
their articles within Great Britian. This 
provision applies the same rules to pat- 
ents taken out in the country by aliens 
as applies to Americans in the country 
of aliens. Drawback privileges are ex- 
tended by the bill, and the method of 
valuation on articles upon which the 
tariff imposes an ad valorem duty 1s 
broadened for the purpose of preventing 
the practice of undervaluation.

“One problem that confronted the com- 
mittee was the question of revenue. Tne 
business of Jl commercial. nations has 
been depresged for nearly two years, and 
this has affected our cOmmerce and 
greatly reduced our revenues, so that we 
have a large deficit, but the revenues 
uader the present law are 
from month to month, as business cond!- 
tions are becoming better. 

“The last normal r of imports was 
the fiscal year en June 30, 1906. 
Nineteen hundred and seven waé an un- 
usually prosperous year, and the reve~- 
nues from customs exceeded those of 1906 
by $32,000,000. The committee has, 
therefore, taken the year 1906 as the basis 
to form their estimate of the revenue 
producing qualities of the new Dill. 
Should the next fisca] year proves pros- 
perous and the normal conditions of 
1906 return on account of the large in- 
crease in population, the revenues for 
1910 would show a considerable increase 
over the estimates of the committee. 

“With a miurn to anything like norma) 
conditions during the next fiscal year, it 
is safe to predict that the deficit would 
be entirely wiped out, but in case it is 
not, the bills provides for the issue of 
Panama canal bonds to reimburse the 
treasury for the $40,000,000 paid out in 
the original purchase of the canal. This 
would more than nmiake up‘any probebie 
deficiency. There is also reenacted the 
provision for the issue of certificates to 
run one year to replenish the treasury, 
raising the amount from $ 100,000,000 
to $250,000,000, an amount sufficient to 
provide at any time against two or three 
years of depressed business conditions. 


Changes Shown. 

The statement gives the rates in the 
present law, the Dingley tariff, and 
shows the changes that the Payne Dill 
proposes. The abstract of the bill con- 
tinues:

Method of Valuation. 
One of the most tmportant changes of 


the provisions of the bill is that provid- 
ing for the method of valuation, which 
Mr. Payne explains ag follows: 


“The bill adds a new paragraph to 
section || of the customs administrative 
act, which provides for the appraise- 
ment of goods imported by consignment 
and not by sale where there is no mar- 
ket price at the place of the origin of 
the goods. After reenacting the present 
provisions to ascertain this bill, the bill 
adds this paragraph: 

“The actual market value or wholesale 
prices, as defined by law, of any import- 
ed merchandise which is consigned for 
sale in the United States or which is 
not actually sold and freely offered for 
sale in usual wholesale quantities in the 
open market of the. country of exporta- 
tion to all purchasers, shall not in any 
case be appraised at less than the whole- 
sale price at which such or similar im- 
ported merchandise is actually sold and 
freely offered for sale is usual whole- 
sale quantities in the United States in 
the open market to all purchasers, due 
allowance by deduction being: made for 
estimated duties thereon, cost of trans- 
portation, insurance and other necessary 
expenses from the place of shipment to 
the place of delivery and a reasonabie 
commission not exceeding 10 per centum 
of any of the sums has been paid. 


Form of the Bin. 
The following explanation of the 
form of the bill was made by Mr. 
Payne: 


“The mew tariff bill is @ minimum 
and maximum tariff bill. The minimum 
rates of duty are contained in the first 
section, and the free list for the min- 
imum rates is in the second division 
of the bill. The third ‘section contains 
the maximum rates, which are gener- 
ally equal to the minimum rates and 
20 per cent in addition thereto, and 
}the articles on the free list, in the 


valued over 20 cents per, transfer to the third section, bear a 


duty of 20 per centum ad valorem as a 
maximum rate. The maximum rgte 
does not go into effect in any event 
until sixty days after the passage of 
the act. By the fourth section the 
minimum rates are applied to all good 
terms by way of tariff as that given to 
any other nation, and the maximum 
rates are applied to those countries 
which discriminate against the trade 
of the United States or fail to give the 
United States tariff rates as favorable 
as those given any other nation.’’ 
Regarding the misceManeous pro- 
visions of the bill, Mr. Payne states: 
“The bill provides for reciprocal free 
trade with the Philippine Islands on 
all articles, but limiting the sugar to 
be imported free of duty to 30,000 tons: 
wrapper tobacco to 300,000 pounds, and 
3,000,000 pounds of filler tobacco, and 
150,000,000 cigars in any one fiscal 
year. The excess of sugar, tobacco and 
cigars to pay full tariff rates. This 
exemption from duty is confined to the 
growth of products of the islands, 


however, and does not admit articleg 
imported into the Philippine islands 
from a foreign country without pay- 
ment of full rates o fduty on such im- 
portations. 

“A section is inserted preserving the 
Cuban reciprocity provisions of the 
present law. 

“Provision is made to terminate the 
various commercial agreements. with 
foreign countries according to the 
terms of said agreements by notice, and 
in the meantime keeping faith in these 
agreements. The provisions of section 
4, applying the minimum and maximum 
rates, will take the place of these 'sec- 
tions. 

Estimated Revenue 300,000,000, 


“The estimated revenue under the 
tariff duties prescribed in the bill 
amount to about $300,000,000. 

“The bill provides for a tax On trans- 
fers of property, both real and per- 
sonal, by inheritance or succession, 
and by will. It is believed that this 
provision, when in full operation, will 
bring in a revenue of $20,000,900, 
though go accurate estimates can be 
made. 

“The tax on cigarettes is increased, 
those weighing over 3 pounds per 
thousand, from $3 to $3.60, and those 
weighing less, from $! to $1.50. 

“The committee has examined thor- 
oughly ali the decisions of the courts 
and of the general appraisers for the 
last fifteen years interpreting the 
meaning of the language of the tariff 
laws, and has framed the language of 
the various paragraphs to meet these 
decisions. It is hoped that it will pre- 
vent such litigation and will in the fu- 
ture give the courts a clear under- 
standing of the intention of congress. 

“The bill contains a carefully pre- 
pared section (section 29), extending 
the privileges of drawback on material 
imported on which tariff has been 
paid and the products of which are 
manufactured in this country when ex- 
ported. It is believed that this sec- 
tion carefully guards the revenue apd 
at the same time liberalizes the pro- 
vision and will stimulate our export 
trade. 

“It is believed that the bill shall go 
into effect the day following its en- 
actment.”’

|'Was Chaplain General of the 
U. C. V.—Author of “Rem- 


iniscences of Robert E. Lee.”’ 
One of Most Prominent Men 
in the South.

eral Robert E. Lee and General Stone- 
wall Jackson, gained the title ‘‘Hie- 
torian of the Confederacy.’ died this 
afterhoon at 5 o’clock at the home of 
his son, Dr. M. Ashby Jones, in Colum- 
‘bus. The remains wil! we carried to 
Richmond, Va., his home, and _ the 
funeral will take place Saturday after- 
noon from Calvary Baptist church, in 
that city. 

Mr. Jones had suffered for some time 
with nephritis, and the immediate cause 
of his death was uraemic coma. Dr. 
Jones was born at Louisa Court House, 
Va., September 25. 1836. Educated at 
the University of Virginia and the 
Southern Baptist Theological seminary, 
he was ordained to the Baptist ministry 
in 1860. When the civil war began he 
was under appointment to go to China 


listed dn the confederate army as a 
private in the Louisa Blues. He was 
afterward chaplain of A. P. Hill's resi- 
ment, and then served under General 
Stonewall Jackson, remaining in the 
army until the surrender. He was 
chaplain of Washington and Lee uni- 
versity when General Lee was its pres- 
ident. 
Was Close to Lee, 

His relations with General Lee were 
60 close that after the latter's death 
he prepared his book,’ “Reminiscences 
of Robert E. Lee,” at the family’s re- 
quest. He was for years secretary of 
the Southern Historical Society at Rich- 
mond, and edited fourteen volumes of 
the society papers, consisting of con- 
tributions by confederate generals, etc. 
Among his books were ‘Christ in the 
Camp” and “Life and Letters of Rob- 
ert Edward Lee.’ He contributed more 
than any other one man to raise money 
with which Confederate Battle Abbey 
will be established at Richmond, at a 
cost of $250.000. ‘ 

For several years he was secretary 
of the home mission board of the 
Southern Baptist convention. At the 
time of his death he was secretary 
and superintendent of the Confederate 
Memorial Association, with office at 
Richmond. 

Dr. Jones is survived by his wife and 
five sons, as follows: Cartér Helm 
Jones, Oklahoma City; E. Pendleton 
Jones, Hampton, Va.; Frank William 
Jones, New York; M. Ashby Jones. Co- 
lumbus, and Howard Lee Jones, Charles- 
ton, all of whom are Baptist ministers 
except Frank William Jones, who is 
an editor for the American Law Book 
Company.

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"THE PAYNE TARIFF’ BILL. ~ | 
While the country had been given some advance information relative 
“to the important schedules in the Payne tariff bill, made public upon its 
introduction in congress yesterday, and while there will be as many varied 
views regarding it as there are interests affected by it, judgment upon the 
measure as a whole will be deferred for a few days, no doubt, until its de- 
tails have had time to sift in. | 

There will, naturally, be some searching here and there for the suspect- 
ed “Se bians in the woodpile,” and it is possible that one or two of 
him may be found, But, viewed from the standpoint of the republican plat- 
form and the announced Taft attitude toward revision, and accepted for 
what it appears to be upon its face, it seems to be fairly well in accord 
with the pre-election promises of the president. 

Generally speaking, the Payne bill is not a consumer’s measure. It is 
doubtful if the consumer would have been materially benefited had the re- 
ductions on the staple articles affected been two or three times as great as 
is proposed. 

In the item of sugar, for instance, upon which the duty is reduced four 
one-hundredths of a cent per pound, there might just as well have been no 
reduction, as far as the consumer is concerned. 

A consideration of the reductions generally indicates that they are such 
as will affect particular trades and industries rather than the individual 
consumer. | 2 

It will be, therefore, from a standpoint of trade and industrial advantage 
that the contest about each particular schedule of the new bill will be waged 
in the national congress. 

The representatives from each section of the country will confine their 


attention chiefly to those schedules which have particular béaring or effect 
upon those tndustries in which their constituents are directly and materially 


interested. They are going to direct their efforts to the attainment of every 
possible advantage for the products of those industries. ‘ 

The representatives from the great western cattle-growing states, for ex- 
ample, will probably have something to say about the proposal to place hides 
on the free list; while those from the large shoe manufacturing centers in 
New England will be heard in emphatic protest against any interference with 
this proposal. 

So each item of the new measure will be carefully studied as to its 
purport and effect, and will provoke antagonism and support accordingly. 

The representatives from the states of the south, should go into the 
contest upon precisely the same basis—the basis of the “square deal.” 


cared for in the same manner and degree as the industries of other sections; 
in other words, that the south shall not be compelled to bear all of the bur- 
dens and derive none of the benefits from tariff legislation. 

If protection is to be, inexorably, the national policy, then it should be 
equitably distributed. There is no just reason why the southern states 
should be compelled to sell almost everything they make in a free market 
and buy largely of what they consume in one of high protective duties. 
Even with protection as the established policy, the distribution of it in the 
past has been wrong in principle and sectionally burdensome in its opera- 
tions. 

Through effort carefully expended in the direction of those schedules 
which most intimately concern southern industries and southern consumption, 
there is no doubt that the southern delegations can achieve some important 
advantages. 

Support of the proposed tax upon inheritances carried in the Payne 
bill, will not be bound by party lines. This form of taxation, eminently fair 
and just, will command general support. It is estimated the inheritance tax 
will yield about $20,000,000 annually. \ 

It is very, wisely proposed that the new Dill shall become law upon the 
day of its enactment, a provision which will forestall much of that specula- 
tion that would deprive the government of considerable revenue through 
the laying in of heavy advance stocks where duties have been increased. 

Summaries of the Payne bill indicate far more reductions than increases 
in customs duties. 

its tendency would, therefore, appear to be in the right direction, though 
its justice must be judged by ultimate effect, both upon consumer and upon 
the industries most intimately affected by its provisions.

The only period in which I made e¢n- 
ecouraging revenue was vote of pure 
aceident. It requires six to seven years 
to raise cattle at a profit, and our peo- 
ple simply lack the patieuce to work 
and wait. They prefer to raise cotton 
at an indifferent profit or a certain 
loss. The experience of years is back 
of these statements.”—T, R, Sawtell, 
Pioneer Packer of Georgia. 


Here are two absolutely contradic- 
tory expressions from men of affairs 
in Atlanta, who have each been for 
years engaged in practical phases of 
the packing business, 

The first is so enthusiastic over the 
endless possibilities of the industry in 
Georgia, that his house is preparing 
to establish here a modern packing 
plant at an expenée of $25,000. 

The other, admitting that Georgia is 
better fitted than any state in the 
union to profitably prosecute the cat- 
tle business, has been so discouraged | 
by his personal experience that he 
even talks of abandoning this field of 
endeavor. . 

Since the issue is one which so close- 
ly concerns the financial interests of 
the farmers and the people of Georgia, 
The Constitution gives these rival in- 
terviews at some length. 

They were brought out by the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Milan, Ga.: 

Cattle Going Begging. 

Milan, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)— 
Farmers hereabouts were delighted 
with the vigorous editorial recently 
anent the cattle industry. We raise a 
great many cattle in this section, and 
would certainly raise more if we had 
any market for them. 

It seems to us strange that we never 
receive any inquiries or any prices on 
beeves from Mr... Sawtell’s packing 
house. Why is it that, with a first- 
Class packing housé in Atlanta, it be- 
came necessary for a Constitution 
patron at Blakely to advertise repeat- 
edly in the want columns offering 
stall-fed steers at 31-2 cents a pound? 

I do not believe any packing house 
buys stall-fed steers from any other 
section at such figures. The trouble 
seems to be, we cannot connect. 

Please suggest some way whereby 
raisers of cattle who are anxious to 
seli and packers who wish to buy can 
get together. 

: Mr. White Talks. 

Ww. H. White, Jr., president of the 
White Provision Company, agents for 
the Evansville Packing Company, and 
also handlers of Georgia cattle, was 
shown the dispatch and asked for an 
opinion.

“Will you have any trouble getting 
cattle and hogs to operate the plant 
regularly?” was asked him. 

Georgia Cattle in Abundance, 

“‘None .whatever,” he answered. “The 
last sixty and ninety days I have re- 
ceived dozens of letters from every sec- 
tion of the state, offering cattle of the 
grade we need, expressing enthusiasm 
over the project for a ready market 
and agreeing to cooperate with us in 
every respect. 

“The packing house will have a ca- 
pacity of 2,000 cattle and 3,000 hogs ‘yw 
week, and will be a purely local enter- 
prise. 

Alabama Cattle to New York. 

“Why, just a few days ago, the 
Evansville Packing Company bought 
1.000 head of beef cattle at Bessemer, 
Ala., paid the freight on them to Pvans- 
ville, dressed them there, paid the freight 
back to Georgia and sold them at a 
profit. If Alabama can furnish cattle, 
Georgia is infinitely better able to do 
the same thing. And there was that 
freight simply added as an extra tax 
on the packer, the middleman and the 
consumer. 


| Making Rich the Western Farmer. 
. “Georgia is simply contributing mil- 


lions of dollars every year to the west- 
ern cattlemen. In doting it, we are prac- 
tically donating that amount. For 
Georgia can graze cattle virtually ten 
months out of the year, an advantage 
possessed by no other state in the 
union. We have the climate and the 
feed. All we lack is the enterprise and 
the energy. 

*“*All that is needed is that the farmers 
of Georgia shall be assured that they 
will find a ready market for the sort 
of cattle required in the industry. Then 
they will supply all the beeves and hogs 
we need. Our faith in this fact is shown 
by the big investment we are making 
on the Howell Mill road. 


How West Markets Corn. 

“The western farmer markets his corn 
by feeding it to his cattle. That is 
what Georgia must do, and will do, in 
the development of this industry. 

“As it is, we do not raise enough 
corn for our own use, despite the vast 
areas ideally adapted to its cultiva- 
tion in north Georgia and other sec- 
tions of the state, 

The All-Cotton Fetich. 

“This sort of thing keeps the farmer 
constantly in bondage. He pays exorbi- 
tant prices to the w for beef he could 
himself produce aft a smaller price, in 
order that he may raise cotton at a 
small profit and sometimes at a loss. 

“The thing is entirely unbusinesslike. 
Had the west been able to raise cotton 
perhaps it, too, would have fallen into 
this error. As it is, they are feeding 
corn to their hogs and cattle, and sell- 
ing hogs, cattle and corn to the south. 

Fertilizing Exhausted Lands. 

“There is another feature to the mat- 
ter, and that is the reclamation of ex- 
hausted lands in Georgia. The keep-, 
ing of large herds of cattie will furnish 
manure, the best sort of natural fer- 
tilizer. Within a relatively short time, 
such measures will reclaim poor lands,

Expensive Commercial Fertilizers. 

“What is the use in our draining our- 
selves at another source to buy com- 
mercial fertilizers, the dosage of which 
requires constantly to be repeated? We 
can accomplish better results with ma- 
nure, and additionally establish and 
maifitain an industry rivalling cotton 
in its’profit and exceeding cotton in its 
sureness, 

Packers Coming South, 

“Bventually, though it may be many 
years removed, I believe the big pack- 
ers of the middle west will be driven 
in self-protection to come south for the 
products they serve to southern ped- 
ple. 

” “The differential in freight gives the 
southern packer a tremendous advan- 
tage, and the western packer will find 
he must come to the grazing lands, as 
the cotton mill men are coming to the 
fields of the south with their factories. 
Lower Prices for Consumer. 

“Ultimately, too, these developments 
will mean lower retail prices to the 
consumer. Cattle can be raised tm Geor- 
gia cheaper than in the west. The 
freight rates to and from will be elim- 
inated, or minimized. The consumer, 
the packer and the farmer will share 
in the larger profit.” 

Mr. Sawtell Is Hopeless. 

Diametrically opposed to this hopeful 
forecast are the views of T. R. Sawtell. 
the pioneer packer of Georgia, who 
now maintains an extensive plant on 
the outskirts of Atlanta. 

“No state in the country,” said Mr. 
Sawtell, “equals Georgia as a breeding 
place for hogs and cattle. I have in- 
vestigated personally, and I speak with 
authority. But it is literally impossible 
to induce the farmers of Georgia to 
raise enough cattle~ fit for packing 
house purposes to render profitable the 
regular operations of such plants. 

“I speak with authority here, too, for 
I have had many years individual expe- 
rience in this business. The Constitu- 
tion, some years ago, devoted pages of 
space in a campaign to rouse the farm- 
ers of Georgia to their opportunities 
in this connection. Ex-Governor North- 
en and other patriotic men of promi- 
nence made tours of the state, pushing 
the propaganda. I, also, at considerable 
expense, expended much effort and a 
great deal of money and patience en- 
deavoring to educate the farmers of 
Georgia to the vast and easy profits in 
this business. 

Depends on Tennessee. 

“After all these years and al} this 
expenditure, what is the result? I am 
going to Tennessee, where they don’t 
raise much cotton, for my cattle. It is 
simply out of the question to secure 
sufficient cattle of the variety needed 
'to operate my packing house day in 
and day out. 

“My plant has a capacity of from [50 
to 200 hogs a day. For the last six 
months I doubt if I have slaughtered 
100 Georgia hogs. I would have been 
glad to have used the home product, 
for it meant the saving of freight rates 
and money in my pocket. But it was 
simply not forthcoming. The same 
thing applies to cattle. 

All Cotton the Reason. 

“The main reason the industry has 
not developed and will not develop, is 
the fact that Georgia farmers pin their 
faith and their efforts to cotton. The 
south has a monopoly of this staple, 
and should, of course, use it. In the 
meantime, where is the logic, the self- 
interest, in sending millions out of the 
state annually for food products and 


-|corn that we could produce in addition 


to cotton? 

‘It takes six or seven years to estab- 
lish a range and herds in such form 'as 
will render the raising of cattle and 
hogs permanently and unquestionably 
profitable. 

“The farmers of Georgia simply lack 
the patience to go slowly and work 
eradually toward this end. 

“They can sell for gpot cash all the 
cotton they can raise on their lands. 
Therefore, they go into debt, raise cot- 
ton, get a small profit, pay back their 
debts, or give mortgages, and let the 
thing run on indefinitely. 

Want Quick Profits. 

‘The trouble is cotton has ruined 
them for the waiting game, and it is 
going to ruin them for any kind of 
game, I'm afraid. I have had hundreds 
of inquiries from Georgians about the 
cattle business, ‘the remark always ‘be- 
ing made, ‘I’m going to try it NEXT 
year, and if I make money I'll stay in 
the business.’ 

“No industry on earth was ever built 
up in such a spirit. It took several 
years to get a start in the west, and it 
will take several years to get a start 
in the south, Why, even now New 
York, with its terrific winters, raises 
more cattle than the great big state of 
Texas, 


When He Made Money. 

“The only time € made large and sure 
profits wag during the Spanish-Arferican 
war, and that was by pure accident. 

“Cotton was _then bringing 4 and 5 
cents a pound. The farmers were dls. 
couraged and disgusted. Corn and other 
food products were bringing high prices. 

Back te Cotton. 

“That didn’t last long. Cotton began 
to creep upward, though the cost of pro- 
ducing it advanced also. The farmers 
st sight of the latter fact, abandoned 
cattle raising, which they had just be- 
gun to get on a paying basis, and went 
— almost as a unit to cotton facm- 
ng. 

“That was the death of cattle raising 
in Georgia, and it is still dead. The 
best thing that could happen to the Geor- 
gia farmer would be to have cotiur 
bring starvation prices for several years, 
Eventually they would learn that they 
could make more money out of cotton 
by paying more attention to cattle. 

“They haven't learned the lesson thus 
far, however, and I see no sign of an 
awakening. 

¢ Raisiva Scrawny Cattle, 

“The cattle that are offered me as 
Georgia specimens are totally unfit for 
the slaughter house. Frequently, as a 
rule, indeed, I have to keg@p them on my 
farm and fatten them for six months 
before they are ready for the abattoir. 
And still the farmers of Georgia wonder 
why their cattle go begging and why 
they get less than the west.” 

George Truitt Sees Hope, 

On the other harf, there is the recent 
testimony of George Truitt, of LaGrange, 
himself a veteran farmer, to The Consti- 
tution. He declared that advancing and 
exorbitant prices for corn and meat had 
brought the Georgia farmers to their 
senses, and that in the futftre the cattle 
industry would, he intimated, grow by 
leaps and bounds.

Council Holds Session. 


Not Much Trouble About Cab 
Fare, but Ordinances Fixing 


Amended—Companies Make 
Suggestions. 


A meeting was held yesterday after- 
neon of the council] committee, appoint- 
ed to consider a revision of the ordi- 


'nances regulating the charges made by | 


cabs, drays and furniture wagons. 

Some very interesting information was 
gained from representatives of the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company, which 
suggested a schedule ef rates to be 
charged for baggage. 

The committee decided to report ad- 
versely on an ordinance by Ce-meilman 
Chambers, which sought to amend an 
ordinance which aljowed only a charge 
of 25 cents for cab fare anywhere in 
the city limits. The ordinance had al- 
ready been amended in 1905. At present 
the charges for cab hire are as follows: 
Twenty-five cents for a haul of a mile 
and a half and !0 cents for each addi- 
tional half mile for each passenger, the 
night rates to be doubled from 11:30 
o'clock at night to 5 o’clock in-the morn. 
ing. Charges by the hour are fixed at 
$1 an hour for each person and 50 cents 
for each additional half hour. 

The committee did not seem inclined 
to make any changes in the charges 
for passengers, but took quite a differ- 
ent view of the charges made by drays 
and wagons. 

What Present Law Is. 

The law is at. present that only 4 
charge of 25 cents can be made for each 
piece of baggage hauled anywhere in the 
city Mmits. This law was adopted in 


1886. when the city was much smaller 
than it is at present. The vaggage 
companies admitted that this law was 
not followed, and that extra charges 
were made for long hauls, although the 
retorder had held that it was illegal!

Hardwick Only Member of the 
Delegation Who Criticises 
Harshly Action of His Six 
Colleagues—Work of Bury- 
ing Dead in Progress.

Washington, March 17.—(Special.)— 
In view of the criticism of their course 
in supporting the Fitzgerald movement 
which resulted in changing the rules of 
the house, the six Georgia members 
who followed Fitzgerald are preparing 
to issue a full statement of the case, 
They do this In order that there may 
be no misapprehension in any quarter 
as to their attitude.

| Paris, March !7.—The letter carriers 
have joined the striking telegraphers, 
telephone operators and mail clerks 
employed by the postoffice department. 
At a meeting tonight they voted by a 
large majority to begin a strike to- 
morrow after the first delivery. Eight 
hundred postmen employed in the de- 
livery of newspapers and parcels went 
out after the last distribution tonight. 
The strike movement gained greatly 
throughout the day, Paris being prac- 
tically isolated from the rest of France. 
and France from the outside world. 
Eight thousand strikers met tonight 
and passed a resolution to maintain the 
struggle to the end. 

Premier Clemenceau declares that the 
government is ready for a fight and 
will not recede in its determinagéion to 
force the strikers to the wall. A very 
serious situation, however, has arisen 
through the inability of the govern- 
ment to communicate with its foreign 
representatives and tonight the strikers 
cut the private telephone wire connect- 
ing the Elysee palace with the various 
ministeries.

Judge Hart's charge to t 
part was as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury: 
ment in this case charges 
ants. Duncan Brown Cooper, 
Cooper and John D. Sharp, with the 
erime of murder in the first degreé, al- 
leged to have. been committed upon the 
person of one Edward Ward Carmack. 

“While this .indictment contains but 
one charge upon its 
plation of law, tt embraces four dis- 
tinct felonies—murder in the first de- 
gree: murderin the second degree; 
voluntary manslaughter, and involun- 
tary manslaughter. Without reference 
at present to the facts at this partic- 
ular case, I shall now proceed to ex- 
plain to you what in law it takes to 
constitute each of these different of- 
fenses. 7 

“By section 5348 of the code, it is 
provided as follows: 

“If any person of sound memory and 
Aiscretion unlawfully kill any reason- 
able creature, in, being and under the 
peace of the state, with malice afore- 
thought, either express or implied, such 
person shall be guilty of murder. 

Murder in* First Degree. 

“It is provided by section 5349 of 
the said code that every murder per- 
-petrated by means of poison or lying 
- In wait. or by any other kind of wilful, 
@elMberate, malicious and premeditated 
killing. or committed in the perpetra- 
tion of or attempt to perpetrate any 
-grson, rape, robbery, burglary or lar- 
* ceny, ie murder in the first degree. 
By section 5364, manslaughter is 
thus defined: 

“Manslaughter is the unlawful kill- 
ing of another without malice, either 
express or implied, which may be vol- 
untary upon a sudden heat or involun- 
tary, but in the commission of some 
unlawful act. 

"When the act of killing is not done 
fa the commission of, or attempt to 
commit some one of the _ felonies 
nemed in section 6349 of the code, 
above quoted, nor by poison, nor by 
lying in wait, in order that it may be 
murder in the first degree, the killing 
' must done wilfully; that is, of pur- 
pose with the intent that the act by 
which the life of the party is taken 
should have that effect, deliberately, 
that is, with cool purpose; maliciously, 
that is, with malice aforethought, and 
with premeditation, that is, a design to 
kill, must be formed before the act is 
_ done by which death is produced. 

“The distinctive feature of murder in 
the first degree is premeditation, and 
this element involves a previously 
formed design, or actual intention to 
kill. It is not necessary that such a 
cesign should have been conceived, or 
preexisted in the mind for any definite 
period of time anterior to its execu- 
tion, 


The indict- 
the defend- 
Robin 


Purpose to Kill. 
“The purpose to kill is no less pre- 
meditated, in the legal sense of the 
term, if it was deliberately formed but 
@ minute preceding the act by which 
@eath is produced than if it had been 
formed an hour or other period of time 
before. The question of vital im- 
portance is, was the mind of the as- 
sailant at the moment of the killing, 
so far free from excitement or passion 
as to be capable of premeditation, as 
before explained, and was the death of 
the party slain the object sought to be 
acomplished—the end determined on.” 

Judge Hart defined malice and de- 
clared it was the principal ingredient 
of murder in the second degree. He 
said it could either be expressed or 
implied. 

“Express malice is where one, with 
@ sedate and deliberate mind formed 
a design toward a particular indi- 
vidual to kill him, which formed de- 
sign is evidenced by external circum- 
stances disclasing the inward inten- 
tion. such as lying in wait, antecedent 
threats. former grudges and concerted 
schemes to do the deceased some bod- 
ily harm. 

Implication of Malice. 

“Malice is implied in contemplation 
of law, by such wanton and cruel con. 
duct as shows a heart regardless of 
social duty and fatally bent on mis- 
thief. Malice necessary to constitute 
murder in the second degree is not 
confined to an intention to take the 
life of the person actually killea (as 
im the case of murder in the first de- 
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face in contem-. 


gree), but includes an intention to do 
any unlawful act which may probably 
result in depriving a person of life. 
The legal tendering of malice as ap- 
piled in cases of murder in the second 
degree is that it is not confined to 


settled design and premeditation, but 
extends to all cases how sudden soever 
the occasion, when the act is done un- 
der such cruel circumstances as are 
ordinary indications of a wicked, de- 
praved and malignant spirit, as when 
the punishment inflicted by a party, 
even upon provocation, is outrageous 
in its nature and continuance, and be- 
yond aH proportion to the offense, so 
that it Is to be attributed to malignity 
and brutality, rather than human in- 
firmity. Where the use of a deadly 
weapon by the pirty killing is shown, 
and the death is clearly shown in the 
proof to have resulted from its use by 
him, it ig a presumption of law that 
the killing was done maliciously; that 
is, that malice required to support 
murder in the second degree.” 

Judge Hart defined heat of passion 
as excitement of such a nature as 
would obscure the reason of any ordi- 
nary man and render him liable to do 
an act which might caught death. 

Threats Not Sufficient. . 


“Previous threats by the deceased 
against the defendant, or acts of hos- 
tility toward him, or previous abuse of 
him, how violent soever it may be, or 
trespasses upon his property, is not 
such provocation as the law recognizes 
as sufficient to reduce an unlawful 
killing to manslaughter if the killing 
was done at such time as had elapsed 
after these things had been done as a 
reasonable person would have regain- 
ed self-control, and a killing under 
these circumstances would be deemed 
by the law malicious and not the re- 
sult of the provocation. And, therefore, 
murder; in other words, if there had 
been sufficient time for the passion to 
cool, the provocation will not mitigate 
a subsequent killing to manslaughter. 
The question is not whether the blow 
was actually struck in the continuance 
of the passion, but whether there had 
been a reasonable time for the passion 
to cool in the case of an ordinary per- 
son, or whether the defendant did 
actually commit the homicide in cold 
blood. This must depend upon the cir- 
cumstances of the particular case un- 
der investigation, and is a question for 
the jury to determine. 

“Involuntary manslaughter is a case 
of killing where it plainly appears 
that death was not intended, but was 
the result of some unlawful act, or 
the result of some act not strictly un- 
lawful in iteelf, but done in an unlaw- 
ful manner, and without due caution. 


Presumption of Innocence. 

“You enter upon this investigation 
with the presumption that the defend. 
ant is not guilty of any crime, and 
this presumption stands as a witness 
for him until it is rebutted and over- 
turned by competent and credible 
proof, sufficiently strong to satisfy 
you beyond a reasonable doubt that 
the defendant is guilty of some one 
of the offenses, which have been 
heretofore defined and explained to 
you. 

“By reasonable doubt is not meant 
that which of possibility may arise, 
but it is that doubt engendered by an 
investigation of the whole proof, and 
an inability, after such an investiga- 
tion, to let the mind rest easily upon 
the certainty of guilt. Absolute cer- 
taintv is not demanded by the law to 
convict of any criminal charge, but 
moral certainty is required. 


Self-Defense. 


“The law of self-defense igs thus de- 
fined by our supreme court: To excuse 
a homicide, the danger of death or 
gxreat bodily injury must either be real 
Or honestly believed to be so, at the 
time and upon sufficient grounds. It 
must be apparent and imminent. Pre- 
vious threats, and even acts of hostil- 
ity, how violent soever they may be, 
will ynot, of themselves, excuse the 
slaying, but there must be some words 
or overt act (that is, some Open, mani- 
fest, perceivable act) at the _ time, 
clearly indicative of a present pur- 
pose to do injury; and whether there 
was at the timo such an overt action 
the part of the deceased toward the 
defendants, and what or what would 
not be such overt act on his part is a 
mater for you, the jury, to decide, 
upon all the circumstances and fact 
shown in the proof of previous friend. 
ship or hostility, and all the other sur- 
roundings of the case. 

“Past threats or hostile actions, or an- 
tecedent ciroumstances, can only be 
looked into in connection with present 
demonstrations, as grounds of apprehen- 
sion on the part of the person doing the 
killing. 

“To constitute this defense, the belief 


or apprehension of danger must be found- 


ed on sufficient circumstances to author- 
ize the opinion that the deadly purpose 
then existed and the fear that it will, 
at that time, be executed. The animosity 
of the deceased against the defendants, 
as indicated by words or actions then 
and before, is a proper matter for the 
consideration of the jury, on the question 
of reasonable apprehension, and even 
if sufficient cause does exist for appre- 
hension, but if the killing is not done 
under the fear it is calculated to in- 
spire, or the fear is feigned or pretended, 
the defense will not be available. So a 
case must not only show reasonable 
grounds for fear of death, or great bodily 
harm, but must show that such fear wae 
entertained and the killing done under an 
honest and well-founded belief that it 
was absolutly necessary to kill the de- 
ceased at that time to save himself from 
a like injury or from great bodily harm, 
and these rights of defending one’s per- 
gon exist and continue go long as the 
proof shows you that this danger is 
present and imminent, and no longer, 
or honestly believed to be so, on reason- 
able grounds. It is hardly necessary to 
say that the real or apparent necessity 
brought about by the design, fault or 
contrivance of the defendants is no ex- 
cuse, but if the fear of a less injury 
thah death, or great bodily harm, be in- 
dicated by the proof, then the grade of 
the offense would be lessened, though it 
would be ineffectual ag self-defense.” 

Punishment for Different Grades. 

Judge Hart next explained the punish- 
ment for the different grades of mur- 
der. For first degree the penalty 
death, but if there be mitigating cir- 
cumetances a recommendation to this 
effect may accompany the verdict, The 
court may or may not reduce the pen- 
alty from death to life imprisonment. 
The penalty for second degree murder 
is from ten to twenty years, of volun- 
tary manslaughter two to ten years, of 
involuntary manslaughter one to five 
years. 

He explained that the jury was the 
sole judge of the law and the facts and 
must apply the law to the facts; that 
it was the judge of the credibility of 
witnesses, and that previous good char- 
acter was a witness for the defendants 
and previous bad character affected their 
credibility as witnesses. 

This rounded out the statutory charges, 
which the law provides in all murder 
cases and brought the court down to his 
instructions as to the theories advanced 
during the arguments by counsel on both 
sides.

It is 
not necessary, in order that they be- 
come coconspirators, that they should 
-talk the matter over and agree as to 
what portion each one should perform. 
It is sufficient if there is a tacit under- 
standing between them to do the act, 
and that each of his own volition 
chooses the part he is to take and 
perform in carrying of the general 
purpose.” 

Judge Hart next described the theory 
of the state, and to the causes of the 
murder, commencing with the joint 
debates and running on down to the 
editorials and up to the hour of the 
killing. Every bit of the state’s evi- 
dence was incorporated. 

“It is further insisted by the state 
that the defendant, Robin Cooper, kill- 
ed the deceased, E. W. Carmack, in the 
manner and form as above set out and 
described, and that tie defendant, D. 
B. Cooper, was present, aiding and 
abetting and ready and consenting,

“The defendants deny this theory, 
insofar as it implicates either of them 
in any criminal offense; they do not 
deny that E. W. Carmack, whose name 
appears in the indictment is dead, nor 
that he came to his death in this, Da- 
vidson county, on the date set out in 
the indictment as the result of three 
pistol shot wounds inflicted upon him

occurred under these circumstances. 
then the defendants would be entitled 
to the benefit of that doubt, and your 
verdict should be as to all of these 
defendants, ‘not guilty.’ 

“Remember, gentlemen of the jury, 
that the above are merely the insis- 
tencies of the state and of the defend- 
ants, which they claim is a reasona- 
ble and fair deduction from all the 
proof as insisted by both the state and 
the defendants; but remember, further, 
that they are merely the insistenctes 
of the state and of the defendants, and 
that vou, as judges of beth the law 
and the facts, are not bound to accept 
either or any part of them, but may re- 
ject any portion or all of either or both 
of these insistencies, and it is your 
duty to do so insofar as you believe, if 
you do, that they are not supported by 
the proof as deposed to by the wit- 
nesses; but if you are satisfied that the 
state’s theory is a fair and reasonable 
deduction from all the evidence, when 
taken as a whole, and that when so 
taken it establishes the defendants’ 
gullt, that is, as to either one or both 
or more of them, yqu should give them 
the benefit of the same and, ‘not 
guilty,’ should be your verdict. 

As to John Sharp. 

“As to the Defendant Sharp, the state 
does not instst that the proof is suffi- 
cient to warrant a conviction of him 
under the second count in the indict- 
ment, that is, an accessory before the 
fact, which is charged in said count. 

“The court further charges you that 
you may, as the proof may warrant 
under the rules as heretofore laid 
down for your guidence, find either 
one or more of the defendants guilty, 
either one or more of them not 
guilty, find some of them guilty of 
one grade of offense, and others guilty 
of another grade of offense, or you 
may acquit all of the defendants, as 
you may think warranted by the proof 
under the rules laid down for your 
guidance.

WALL STREET TALKS 
ABOUT TARIFF BILL 


Cuts in Iron arid Steel Caused 
Some Surprise in Stock 
Exchange. 


New York, March !7.—The coincident 
reception of the new tariff bill and of 
the United States Steel annual report 
today offered so indigestible a ‘mass 
for consideration that it proved. diffi- 
cult of assimilation. The appraisement 
of the new factors presented, from the 
financial standpoint, necessitated a great 
deal of dealing for position in the stock 
market, and it was hard to decide how 
far this had been accomplished, in spite 
of the apparent index afforded by the 
movement of prices. While much that 
was presented in the new material was 
known in its general purport previous- 
ly, there were additional details and 
some surprises. In the case of the new 
tariff bill the extent of the cuts in iron 
and steel products was called a sur- 
prise, although expectation of a cut 
has helped to depress iron and steel 
industrials in the stock markets. The 
provision for increased authorization 
of one year treasury certificates had 
the effect of suggesting a feeling of 
anxiety over the treasury proposal to 
change the rule for appraisement of 
imports contained in the new customs 
administrative portion of the new bill, 
was regarded as offering means for 
material mitigation of the actual cut in 
the duties to be levied on, imports. 
There is discernible in the tone of dis- 
cussion in the financial district. a be- 
lief that changes proposed in the first 
draft of the tariff bill, now offered for 
consideration, represent the possible 
maximum of the reductions and that 
amendments and changes will all tend 
in the direction of moderating the cuts, 
as the professional element in the spec- 
ulation has lodked for some expression 
of the position of securities owners of 
the force of the bill and accordingly 
built up some short account in the 
market.
